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OTTAWA, Oct. 17—(CP)— 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King's 
cabinet underwent a major shuffle last 
week which added three new ministers 
from Quebec province but speculation 
already is current as to possible 
further shifts and on who will get the 
long-awaited appointments as mini- 
eters to China and Moscow. 

The shuffle of last week brought in 
three new ministers—Maj.Gen L. R. 
LaFleche as Minister of National War 
Services, succeeding Hon. J. T. Thor- 
son, who becomes President of the 
Exchequer Court; Alphonse Fournier 
as Minister of Public Works, and 
Ernest Bertrand as Minister of Fish- 
eries. Hon. J. E, Michaud left the 
Fisheries portfoiio to become Trane- 
port Minister, and Deputy Speaker 
Thomas Vieo of the House of Com- 
mons was appointed to Ube senate.

Who will get the new diplomatic 
posts at Moscow and Chungking is a 
closely guarded secret. Tne name of 
Maj.-Gen. Victor W. Odlum, now 
high commissioner to Australia, has 
been mentioned for the Moscow job, 
and that of Mr. Justice T. C. Davis, 
Associate Deputy Minister of National 
War Services, as a possible successor 
to Gen. Odlum in Australia. Another 
report suggested that Gen. Odlum, 
who is in Canada at present, might go 
to Chungking.

More Men For Army—Another 
angle to the manpower shortage is 
that the army has issued a supple- 
mentary requisition for 6,505 men, 
who are being sought between Oct. 12 
and Nov. 23, This is in addition tp its 
requisition for 18,000 men who will be 
ordered to report between Oct. 19 and 
Nov. 13. The call for 6,505 men is a 
supplementary to the July requisition, 
which was for 15,000 men, and was 
taken as an indication that the calls 
issued in that month did not produce 
the number of men required.

Beef Grades—A new policy to deal 
with the vexatious problem of beef 
shortages Was announced by the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board. It pro- 
vides an increase of $1.50 per hun- 
dredweight in the maximum whole- 
sale carcass price of good commercial 
beef, effective Oct. 13, and correspond- 
ing increases in retail prices. There 
will be additional safeguards against 
exorbitant retail prices. 

Six grades of beef have been estab- 
lished, and a premium of 50 cents a 
hundredweight above the basic price 
is to be allowed for the top grade 
“Red Brand” approved by govern- 
ment inspectors. The $1.50 increase 
will continuein effect until Nov. 30, 
Seasonal increases will start in De- 
cember and continue until next June. 
From then on, June prices will be the 
only ceiling prices and prices will be 
left free to fluctuate under that ceiling 
in accordance with actual market 
conditions,

WHAT DO YOU THINK? 

There are inany farmers who have already 
made up their minds that it is impossible for 
them to buy any Victory Bonds at this time. 
With a very small quota to date and no im- 
prov, ment in the position in immediate view 
they are asking themselves how it is possible 
for them to buy bonds when they have al- 
ready had to dip into their reserves to pay 
harvest help. 

The problem is a serious one indeed, but 
one that is not entirely hopeless, It is not 
necessary for them to pay cash for the bonds, 
They may pay ten percent at the time of buy- 
ing and the balance over six months without 
interest. They may also use the Victory 
Ticket method which enables them to pledge 
a percentage of whatever revenue they receive 
from their farm produce during the coming 
year as they deliver it to the elevators or 
produce merchants. They can also contri- 
bate or pledge part of their acreage reduction 
bonus, on the Victory Ticket pledge. 

It seems at first glance that the government 
is asking the farmer to do the impossible, but 
considering the case as «a whole, and also 
taking into consideration the farmers desire 
to contribute his full share to the war effort, 
there is no doubt the farmer will do his 


utmost to carry his burden

“Necessity of finding new sources 
from which to derive essential pro- 
ducts for successful prosecution of the 
war has created opportunities for 
expansion of the industrial utilization 
of Canada’s surplus wheat.

If Australia can 
develop industrial uses for wheat in 
such a period of stress and danger as 
she is now passing through it should 
be possible for this continent to like- 
wise find new uses for our huge sur- 
plus stocks of wheat. 
®  Abortive Agreements 

“Nothing constructive is being ac- 
complished to meet the present prob- 
lem of the wheat farmer. It is true 
that an International Wheat Confer- 
ence, in recent months, held a series 
of meetings. This conference was 
attended by representatives from Can- 
ada, Argentina, Britain, Australia 
and the United States. Certain con- 
clusions were reached, to come into 
effect after the war. 

“Tt is most difficult to share any 
optimism that an International Con- 
ference such as that held at Washing- 
ton can or will have any appreciable 
effect on the post-war wheat situa- 
tion. For any conference to be effec- 
tive it must be attended by all 
interested Nations, and particularly 
by those Canada and other exporting 
countries expect as wheat post-war 
customers. Such a conference is, of 
course, now impossible and may be 
for some period of time after the 


more simple to secure the material 
and labor required for the erection 
of the necessary plants for converting 
wheat into alcohol. The Government 
a few days ago announced that from 
November Ist the output of all 
distilleries will be directed to the 
manufacture of commodities required 
in the production of synthetic rubber 
and chemical and explosive necds of 
the Allies. To adequately meet the 
situation action should be taken to 
determine the advisability of erecting 
distillery plants at strategic points 
throughout the West for War pur- 
poses and in which wheat woul be 
converted into alcohols required in 
the manufacture of synthetic rubber 
and into high test motor fuels for 
airplanes.

When remitted 
to provincial headquarters of the 
National War Finance Committee, 
securities equivalent in value to the 
roceeds received will be sent to the 
armer. 

Elevator companies, packing com- 
panies, produce dealers, livestock com- 
mission firms, creamery operators, 
local merchants, etc., will all be made 
thoroughly familiar with the plan and 
will be supplied with the necessary 
forms. 

Thousands of farmers have been 
doing a superb job in producing those 
food commodities urgently needed for 
war. These same farmers want to do 
more. They are anxious to support 
the victory loans. It has, however, 
been impossible for many to buy war 
bonds or savings certificates for the 
reason that, at the time of the 


attempts made by wheat exporting 
countries to dictate wheat prices in 
the decade following the Great War. 
These attempts added to their desire 
for self-sufficiency in production of 
foodstuffs. Both man and nation will 
resist price dictation and monopoly 
in the necessities of life. No wheat 
exporting nation or combination of 
wheat exporting nations, could long 
maintain a price cartel on wheat 
which would prove satisfactory to 
both producer and consumer. The 
interests of these two opposing fac- 
tions are too remote to hope that any 
International gCouncil, regardless of 


“Large scale utiligation of wheat for 
industrial and war purposes would 
enable the government to increase 
its purchase of wheat from farmers 
beyond the 280,000,000 bushels which 
it now proposes to accept. 

“While valuable time has been lost 
it is still not too late for the Federal 
Department of Agriculture to lead 
the way in finding a solution for the 
surplus wheat problem. ucing 
wheat acreage is no solution for the 
areas of Western Canada which are 
suited ouly to growing wheat. Neither 
are € wheat quotas the solution.
